for action today, although he op- 
poses its provision for a manda- 
tory $6 billion cut in federal 
spending.

Its key provisions originally 


were adopted in the Senate 53-35 
April 2 as an amendment to a 
House bill.

SWEET SUMMER 
Beaches May Escape 
Plague Of Alewives 


KALAMAZOO (AP)—The Lake Michigan shoreline may be 


spared a major invasion by alewives this summer, a State 
Conservation Department official said Thursday. 


There is every indication that last year's mountain of dead 


fish on Lake Michigan beaches won't be repeated this year, 
according to Jack Bails, administrative assistant in the 
Conservation Department's Fish Division. 


Bails said last year's record dieoff of the alewives was 


traced to a record birth.in 1964. He said the fish which have a 
three-year life span showed a smaller birth rate in 1965. 


Bails said an aerial survey of Lake Michigan just completed 


by Melvin R. Greenwood, base director of the Federal Bureau 
of Commercial Fisheries, found only a few of the fish off 
Evanston, 111. Last year, the bad-smelling mountains of dead 
aiewivcs that washed up on Lake Michigan beaches kept 
many tourists away and resulted in joint efforts by the federal 
government and Michigan and neighboring states.

No' On Tax 


Rep. Hutchinson 
Explains Views 


Fourth District Congressman 


Edward Hutchinson today ex- 
plained why he voted against 
the 10 per cent income tax

"The people of America are 


not 
undertaxed, 
the 
federal 


government has overspent. The 
income tax increase voted in 
the House last night is infla- 
tionary in its economic effect. 


"The federal budget remains

on the government during fiscal 
1969. This is $6 billion less than 
the president planned to spend. 


"I am wholeheartedly in fa- 


vor of the expenditure cut and

inflation is to reduce govern- 
ment spending. But I am still 
unconvinced the Johnson admin- 
istration-will cut back. 


"During the past five months 


the administration's estimate of

"Another genuine concern is 


that the Johnson administration 
may fail to put the mandated

officials but did not specify at 
what age.

A South Vietnamese cabinet 


minister has delivered an indict- 
ment of the American influence 
on South Vietnam. 


His words should be pondered 


by America, for they could make 
a difference in postwar plans for 
that country. 


In an address at the Univer- 


sity of Hawaii, Ton That Thien 
said that the United States has 
had a worse impact upon Viet- 
nam in 14 years than the French 
had in their 100 years of colonial 
rule. 


This, of course, isn't quite fair, 


for it comes from an intellectual. 
Any 
educated 
Vietnamese is 


likely, because of the French 
dominated school system, to be 
sublimely at home with all that 
is French and be contemptuous 
of America. 


Perhaps Ton That 
Thien's 


grandparents or great-grandpar- 
ents might have had a different 
view of the French impact upon 
Vietnamese culture. Certainly it 
was great; and certainly all of it 
was not good. 


Nevertheless, his words are 


disquieting for a well meaning 
country to have to face. "Since 
1954,"'said the minister, "a new 
element has come into play: The 
intrusion 
of 
America, whose 


culture is still farther removed 
(than the French) from 
the 


A'ietnamese, and still more dev- 
astating in its 
disintegrating 


effects on Vietnamese society, 
because the speed of change 
under its tremendous and pitiless 
impact has outrun the Vietna- 
mese capacity for adaptation." 


As the richest, most powerful 


nation in the world, the United 
States cannot simply pull back 
from 
its world commitments. 


Americans must realize that 
there are many dangers in their 
very presence in other countries. 
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them since Cromwell's time, the 
Lords gave way on the tariff. 


This T u e s d a y the Lords 


blocked a bill adopted by the 
Commons 
t o impose 
greater 


sanctions against Rhodesia. 


It is a gesture at best because 


under England's unwritten con- 
stitutional system all power re- 
sides in the House of Commons. 


The Lords can hold up certain 


legislation for a year by two 
successive vetoes. 


Next week the Commons is 


expected to adopt a subsitute bill 
in which the change is technical 
rather than substantive, and the 
recalcitrant Lords have already 
announced they will not oppose 
it. 


Even 
so 
both 
Labor 
and 


Conservative members in the 
Commons are reported to be in 
close agreement to whittle the 
Lords down to nearly an invisible 
peg. 


Hereditary titles, under their 


plan, would be cancelled, the size 
of the upper house wbuld be 
slashed to a third of what it is at 
present, the veto power reduced ' 
to three months, and a modest 
salary substituted for an expense 
account. The latter possibly 
might be welcomed. A "revised" 
Lord would receive $5,000 a year 
instead of ?10 a day for the 
infrequent meetings held by the 
Lords. 


At an earlier stage in Eng- 


land's history the House of Lords 
and the House of Commons were 
almost at the same parity which 
our Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives occupy. 


The Lords were the King's 


representatives 
i n 
Parliament 


and as such expected to hold a 
check rein on the people's repre- 
sentatives, the Commoners. 


Democracy's slow though stea- 


dy rise in England gradually 
eroded the Lords so that today 
its remaining principal function 
is to serve as Great Britain's 
highest appellate court. The cost 
of going to law in 'England is so 
high that the Lords receive few 
cases, but if a litigant has the 
nerve and a pocketbook to match 
it, 
he 
can 
give the 
Lords 


something to do. 


Its other legal function is this 


vestigial veto power. 


What prompted the Lords to 


kick up their heels on Tuesday is 
the gnawing uncertainty in the 
British public about where its 
country may be headed. 


A recent poll shows the Labor 


government would lose a general 
election, should one be called, to 
the Tories. 


Prime 
Minister Wilson has 


about the same problems in his 
party that LBJ does with the 
Democrats and, if the New York 
primary means anything, that 
Humphrey now has with McCar- 
thy. 


The proposed heavier sanctions 


against Rhodesia, a pet of the 
Laborite majority in the Com- 
mons, is not popular with the 
average Britisher who lately has 
been demonstrating a markedly 
anti-Negro attitude.

all need clean care as quickly 
as possible. Any break in the 
skin 
invites 
bacteria 
which 


immediately set up housekeep- 
ing, begin to multiply, and start 
an infection. 


When the outer layers of the 


skin 
have 
been nibbed off 


without an actual break, the 
injury can be called an abra- 
sion. Rubbing the skin against 
a wrestling mat produces the 
typical abrasion of the skin, 
with exposure 
of tiny blood 


vessels, with or without bleed- 
ing. The simple, effective rem- 
edy is cleanliness. The skin 
should be washed gently with a 
non-irritating soap and kept 
coveted. In most instances, lots 
of water and soap is all that is 
necessary. If bleeding is ex- 
cessive, 
pressure 
with 
dry, 


steril gauze or a clean handker- 
chief, will control it. The wound 
should be covered, making sure 
that any adhesive tape used to 
keep the dressing on, is not in 
contact with the injured skin. 
Antibiotic 
ointments 
are hot 


needed, 
but 
somehow 
these 


make people feel a little more 
comfortable, knowing that the 
control of infection has begun. 


A contusion is ah injury to the 


skin which is caused by a blunt, 
rather than a sharp, cutting 
object. Almost always, the skin 
itself 
is 
unbroken, 
but 
the

injury to the underlying tissues 
such as muscles, blood vessels, 
nerves 
and 
bone, 
may 
be 


severe. Such in injury it almost 
immediately followed by swell- 
ing 
at 
the site , caused 
by 


seepage of blood Into the mus- 
cles and other tissues beneath 
the skin. The pain that accom- 
panies the discoloration and the 
swelling may be severe because 
of the stretching of the tissues 
and spasm of the muscles. 


The immediate application of 


cold tends to reduce the swell- 
ing and to control the hemorr- 
hage into the soft tissue. Cold 
applications can diminish the 
intensity of the pain. A modera- 
tely tight bandage can help 
control the bleeding and make 
the patient more 
comfortable. 


Later, w a r m applications are 
used to help nature absorb the 
blood from the injured tissue. . 


This is an excellent first aid 


measure for most injuries. Cold 
at the very beginning, warm 
applications later. This varies, 
of course, when the doctor later 
sees the patient in case of 
severe iujur", 


Lacerations vary in severity. 


Simple ones need meticulous 
cleanliness 
w i t h 
soap and 


water. Severe ones demand the 
control of bleeding with pres- 
sure over 
tlte wound. This 


should be maintained until the 
victim is seen by a doctor, or 
taken to a hospital emergency 
room. Here, the technical clean- 
ing of the wound is followed by 
antibiotics and tetanus injec- 
tions when necessary. Puncture 
wounds need the careful inspec- 
tion of a physician to be sure 
that important organs beneath 
the skin are not injured, even if 
the outside wound seems neglig- 
ible.
